He was a good Example, as well 
for his Liberality, as Faithfulneſs;

W Iliam Bayley, who was a Baptiſt 
1 Teacher at Pool, was convin- 
ced of the bleſſed Truth, as profeſſed 
by the People called Quakers, in the 
Year 1655, and travelled up and down 
in many Places, in the Service of the 
Lord.

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Shipping in order for Penſylvania a- 
gain, and on the 22d of the 6th Month, 
1696, embarqu'd with divers Paſſen- 
gers and Seamen, on board the Bar len- 
tine Reformation, Foſeph Kirle, Maſter;
